Beach Junior College. 


"rhe State Board of Nursing. 
Jacksonville, approved the 
LPN Upgrading program 
Wednesday, (Feb. 20), accord: 
ing to Miss Betty Morgan, 
chairman of the PBJC Nursing 
Department. 


About 20 LPN's are рге: 
pared to start the. new 
program in the Spring I Term, 
starting May 13, Miss Morgan 
said. 


(АШ told 89 LPN's are 
taking pre-requisite courses at 


In the past, the only way and 
LPN could attain RN status, 
was to take the complete 
nursing program, which at 
PBJC takes a minimum of two 
years plus one semester, Miss 
Morgan said. 

Now, after sucessfully taking 
certain pre-requisite courses, 
plus challenge exams for other 
hursing courses, Miss Morgan 
explained, the LPN сап 
become an RN in ten month's 
time. 

The program is the culmina- 
tion of three and a half years of 
work with people in the 
community, with faculties of 
practical nursing programs and 
with LPN's themselves, the 
chairman explained. 

"I think its a wonderful 
opportunity for the licensed 
Practical Nurse who wants to 
take on added responsibility,"

Applicants for the program 
must be LPN's who meet
